“Wets To Spend $600,000 
To Tip Over Prohibition 
Senate Committee Told

WASHINGTON, June —The

They’ have spent $1,400,000 
since 1919 in their “campaign and 
educationai work” against the con- 
stitutional amendment and the 
Volstead act. 


Those admissions were made to 
the senate slush fund committee 
today by Captain William H. Stay- 
ton, naNetel chairman of the as- 
socfation against the vrohibition 
amendment, around whose leaer- 
ship centers the wet sentiment of 
the country. 

Exploding the charges made by 
the drys that a vast “brewers 
fund” was poured into the $3,- 
000,000 Pennsylyania slush-fund 
primaries in behalf of Congress- 
man William 8.--Vare, whose wet- 
ness is exceeded only by the 
Atlantic ocean, Stayton declared 
that $3,500 was the total amount 
expended -by his organization to 
encourage the nomination of wet 
candidates in the Keystone pri- 
maries, 

“Only..two or three. percent of 
our. funds comes from 


brewers, 


distillers or others formerly as- 
sociated with the liquor traffic,” 
Stayton insisted. “In fact, the 
constitution of our .organization, 
specifically limits contributions 
from them to five percent of our 
fund and they are precluded from 
voting in our affairs.” 

Before the primaries in which 


he defeated Senator Pepper and 
“Governor Gifford Pinchot, Vare 
asked the organization about the 
availability of campaign funds but 
was politely told, Stayton said; 


that it rarely contributes to the’ 


political expenses of any candi- 
date.

bill, there emerged successfully 
today in the house a bill to 
establish a division in the de- 
partment of agriculture to en- 
courage cooperative marketing. 
This measure, carrying $250,000 
for the new division to use in 
stimulating cooperative marketing, 
was the “crumb” of relief given 
by the senate, after it had voted 
down the McNary-augen ‘subsidy” 


president. | 

The senate cut from: the bill a 
provision to exempt naval store 
concerns from the anti-trust laws. 
This action brought the bill back 
te the house for concurrence. 

Southern Democrats fought des- 
perately to have the house reject 
the senate amendment and throw 
the measure back into conferene. 
but they were smothered. The bill 
now goes to the president for his 
signature. 

Thus the 69th congress, which 
came in like a docile lamh last 
December approached adjou™ ment 
next Saturday like a roaring Yon. 
President Coolidge had succeeded 
in pushing through congress every 
major proposition, until he met 
defeat on his proposal for farm 
relief as embodied in the - Fess 
bill. Coolidge places full respon- 
sibility upon congress for failing 
to provide remial legislation for 
the sorely-pressed farmers,
